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VIRGINIA’S COUPON CASES. 


Political Excitement in the Siate—Mahone 
Begins to Figare. 

Wasuixoton, April 22.—A Virginia repub- 
licen, in speaking of the decision of the su- 
preme court in the Virginia coupon cases,said: 

“Senator Mahone got the lead in Virginia 
politics by the agitation of the debt question. 
There wes no other issue upon which he could 
bave eucceeded in securing the strength he 
cid. The people of Virginia, like those of 
other states, don’t like to pay debts if thoy 
een avoidit. They feel that West Virginia 
should pay one third of the debt of the 
original state of Virginia. As it is they 
find themselves loaded down with a debt 
of over thirty millions, with . ac- 
erued interest of over fourteen years. The 
decision of the United States supreme couri in 
favor of the bondholders will give Mr. Ma- 
bone a great political strength among the peo- 
ple of that state, regardless of political ques- 
tions. Mr, Mahone expects to de elected the 
next governor of Virginia, and he thinks that 
this decision will help him immensely. The 
so-called bourbons, though they fought the 
readjustment of the debt proposed by Mr. 
Mahone and Mrs Riddleberger, are no more 
anxious to pay the debt then the readjusters, 
notwithstanding all their alleged horror of re- 
pudigtion.”’ 

THE EFFECT IN VIRGINIA. 

Ricnmokxp, Va., April 22.—It is believed 
here that the decision ofthe supreme court on 
the Virginia coupon cases, will play sad ha- 
voc, not only with the state finances, but also 
with the public schools and all the public in- 
stitutions of the state. Under an act passed 
by the last legislature the board of sinkin 
fund commissioners have recently purchase 
Riddleberger bonds to the amount of $1,790,- 
060, for which they pay in cash out of the 
treasury $900,000. This leaves in the treasury 
about $300,000,which will soon be absorbed by 
incoming coupons under the decision, and 
of which there are outstanding and past due 
$2,560,000 of the consol bonds of 1871. Under 
these circumstances the condition of thestate 
will be deplorable, and as soon as the full text 
of the decisions is known there will be intense 
political and financial excitement all over 
Virginia. It is apparent now that the whole 
question of the debt will be reopened, politi- 
cally and otherwise, and itis not improbable 
that Governor Cameron will be compelled to 
immediately reconvene the legislature. 

WHAT THE GOVERNOR BAYS. 

Governor Cameron states, in relation to the 
calling of an extra session of the legislature to 
consider the recent decision of the United 
States supreme court upon the question of the 
staie debt, that he is as yet unable to say what 
action he will take, and thatj he will do 
nothing until he can procure and examine an 
official copy of the opinion of the court.

About a year ago 
he fell in with two brothers of the murdered 
4immerman, and they formed a copartnership 
for carrying on the business of lumbering ia 
the mountains near Bozeman. About a week 
ago the Zimmerman brothers received a letter 
from a relative in Germany, saying that they 
were on the track of the murderer of their 
brother, and hoped in their next letter to be 
able to say who he was. This letter was read 
to Spyder, who appeared greatly excited, and 
talked incoherently when discussing some 
business matters, but they suspected nothing. 
The next morning Snyder packed his valise 
exd said he was going out hunting. 

After three days absence his partners’ fears 
were aroused, and search was instituted. 
Snyder was tracked to a precipice, where 
broken bushes and trampled snow indicated a 
struggle and the disappearance over the cliff 
of some one. His partners took it for granted 
that Snvder had lost his life in an encounter 
with a bear, and returning to Bozeman, ap- 
plied for letters of administration on his prop- 
erty. The judge was about to grant the appli- 
cation when a telegram was received from Ger- 
many s2ying that Snyder was the murderer of 
their brother Rudolph. It was at once appar- 
ent that Snyder had prepared the evidences of 
his death for the purpose of misleading his 
partners while he ed 2 hisescape.

ON A WAR FOOTING. 


WAITING FOR THE DECISIVE WORD 
OF ACTION. 


A Dull Day Preceding the Final Declaration Which 
Will Bring Peace or War—The English He- 
serves Crowding Into the Barracks, and 
the Russians Concentrating, Btc. 


Loxpox, April 22.—The Daily News says 
there is reason to believe that Russia declines 
to make further inquiry concerning the 
Penjdeh incident. The News also says that 
negotiations with Turkey tend toward a satis- 
factory arrangement in the event of war, and 
that it is reliably reported that England is 
negotiating with the Italian government fer 
the occupation of.a portion of Egypt by Italy. 
The News says, editorially: 

We wish we could encourage the idea that ne- 
gotiations with Kussia are tending toward the 
preservation of peace, but we fear the reverse. No 
disposition is shown by Russia to retreat from the 
false position she has assumed. Forbearance has 
been pushed to its limits, and will bear little 
further extension on the part of England, 

The troops are swarming to all the barracks 
throughout the united kingdom in response 
to the government’s call for reserves, 
It has been decided to divide the 
Portsmouth fleet up into the channel, flying 
aid- reserve squadrons. Fresh orders have 
been received to increase the number of work- 
men st Portsmouth. 

The brokers continued dealfng on the street 
after the close of the stock exchange. Prices 
further declined on exaggerated rumors re- 
garding the amount of the credit asked. The 
business done was principally in Russians and 
Egy ptiaus. 

ihe Persien newspapers learn from Cabul 
that in the event of war, the ameer, with his 
general staff, will reside at Miamene. The 
Afghan army will be placéd in a line from 
Herat to Balkh. The forees stationad at 
Miamene will threaten Merv. Those posted at 
Balkh will threaten Boxhara 

Advices from St. Petersburg to Vienna state 
that tbe Russian army in Central Asia will, in 
a jew weeks, number 100,000 regulars and 
50,000 Cossecks and Gurcomans.

Lowpon, April 22.—Sir Stafford Northcote, 
conservative leader in the house of commons, 
mede aspeech in London thig evening in 
which he attacked the government’s pro- 
gramme of abandoning the Soudan 
as indicated by Gladstone in moving the vote 
of credit last night. He said that reten- 
tion of Egypt was all-important. 4t was a 
duty which Engiand owed to the peopie of 
India to maintain her proper position and 
prestige in Egypt, and especially to keep the 
Suez canal always available for the trans por- 
tation of British troops. 

The marquis of Salisbury, in a speech in 
Wales this evening, toreshadowed the proba- 
ble conservative platforms at the uext general 
election. He called attention to the quality of 
the present scheme of taxation, which imposed 
texes upon British houses and land, and those 
who annually draw immepsg fortunes from 
foreign securities, consols, eté., to go free. This 
inequality, he said, caused the prevailing 
depressions in trade, and its abolition would 
furnish only practicable solution of the vexa- 
tious question of housing the ‘poor. In reply 
to the question as to bis views in regard to 
protection, Lord Salisbury said he would never 
re-impose the duty [upon corn, but he asked:

THE BOSPHORE EGYPTIAN. 


France wil) Look to Engiand for Redress 
for the Egyptian Iasult. 

Paris, April 22.—The Journal Des De Batts 
tates that Gladstone in.avewing responsibil- 
ity for the suppression of the ‘Bosphor, 
Egyptian,” makes it necessary for France to 
look to England for redress. France, contin- 
ues the Journal Des De Batis, will maintain 
ber rights, knowing them, and does not lack 
the means to enforce them. 

It is reported that France will send a fleet at 
once to Alexandria if Egypt refuses redress for 
the suppression at Cairo of the Bosphore 
Egyptien, the French newspaper.

Zhe Reason Why the Vatican Will Not Come 
to Terma. 


Bertix, April 22.—The lower house of the 
Prussian landteg to-day rejected, by a yote of 
152 to 128, the proposal ot Dr. Windthorst, 
ultramentaine leader, to repeal the law stop- 
ving the temporalities of the Catholic clergy. 
The proposal was opposed by Herr von Goss- 
ler, minister of ecclesiastic affairs. The latter 
said that since 1884 nothing had occurred at 
Posen to induce the Prussian government to 
abandon the negative attitude which it had 
hitherto observed toward the elergy. The 
only way to effect.a repeal of the law was by 
the vatican making a Fresh appointment to the 
vecant archbishopric of Posen. This, hosaid, 
was once almost a fait aecampli, but the Polish 
and other influences preyented its fulfillment 
It was necessary forthe archbishop of Posea 
to feel himself a Prussian prelate and a Prua- 
sian subject to confine himself to church mat- 
ters, and to avoid the rocks upon which his 
gin ge had been wrecked.

-Air-Line Improvements, 
From the Charlotte Observer. 
The Richmond and Danville railroad com- 
pany has taken another step forward in the 
ine of improvements, and has introduced the 
block signal system along its entire line, from 
Richmond to Charlotte. This system is simi- 


jar to that in use by the Pennsylvania road, 


except that itis not worked by electricity. 
The block containing the light is placed on 
top of the depots, where it can be seen for a 
considerable distance by engineers coming 
either way. The signal is 
worked by the telegraph operator 
from his office, who makes it display a white, 
red or green light, as occasion requires, the 
white light being the clear track signal. This 
1s the best and safest signal system known te 
railroads, its chief merit being that itis sure 
and certain. 

The Richmond and Danville track is now 
being stone bailasted, and with swift passen- 
ger engines, steel rails and block signals it 
possesses absolutely every appliance for satety 
and comfort thatis known to modern rail- 
roads. Its equipment is really the best known 
to the railroad world. 


Patting Down Steel Rails, 
Frem the Birmingham Chronicle. 

‘A Chronicle representative learned from a 
reliable railroad nan yesterday morning that 
something akin to a big boom isia store for 
the Alabama Great Southern railroad. This 
means meting more, nor less, than the in- 
vestment of $1,000,000 in steel rails for this 
road. President Bond, of the Q. aad C. roads, 
in conversation afew days ago with an ofii- 
cial while commenting on the _ condi- 
tion of the Alabama Great Southern, in which 
its deplorable condition in the matter of rails, 
could not but be admitted,remarked that ‘they 
would have to go down in their pockets for 
about a million and supply the road with steel 
rails.”” Itisalso stated that acontract has 
been made with a leading rolling millin the 
east to supply the rails, and that the delivery 
will commence after the first of May, and con- 
tinue at the rate of 400 tons a week until the 
required number is supplied.

NAVIES OF RUSSIA AND ENGLAND. 

The rexpective naval strength of ;Russia 
end Ergjand is becoming an interesting sub- 
ject, Recent official reports now in print 
furnish full particulars of the ves- 
pels of the two nations. As ironciadscan not 
be constricted, armed and equipped in a day, 
it follows that the two navies will stand as at 
present in case war is declared, If war is 
averted, it will be understood in both ocoun- 
tries that the trnoe can not last longer than 

* two years, end England at least wil! push 
her orders for new ironclads and do all she 
can to render her navy the terror of at least 
Riuesia, 

The Russian fleet, on paper, numbers 225 
men of war, of which 31 are ironclad. The 
fleet is divided into two sections, the Baltic 
and the Bleck Sea fleet. While really very 
strong, the ships of the Russian fleet are far 
inferior to those of England. The most 
powerful of the Rnssian ships are the Peter 
the Greatend the Minin. Each has armor 


armorea 


i eeive te fourteen inches thick, but the en- 


gines have only 2,200 horse-power, while the 
former vessel bas 9,500 tons displacement 
and the latter 5,600, thus giving a great 
weight to be moved with less force to do the 
moving. Russian ironclads are divided into 
three clesses, the two ironclads already men- 
tioned being of the first, the second compris- 
ing nine ships carrying guns of from ten to 
thirty-five tons; thethird class has sixteen 
ebips with four-inch armor aud light weight 
guns. Russia has ventured ona curious ex- 
periment in ship-building, and, as a result, 
there ficat on ths waters of the Black sea two 
of the oddest vessels ever built. They are 
e'rcular monitors, called Popoffkas, after 
their designer, Admiral Popeff, of the Rus- 
sian navy, One is 120 feetin diameter, and 
the other 100, each draws about twelve feet 
of water,and as they are very slow, their 
best speed being not more than eight miles 
an hour, they are useless save as iloating for- 
tresses for the defense of harbors. These two 
singular vessels were built some years ago for 
the defense of the Black sea ports of Russia, 
but, as yet, they have never seen active ser- 
vice, and it isa metter of some diflicalty to 
say what their value may be. 
not easy to say what is really the condition 
of the Russian nayal service. News in Ras- 
Sia isa rare commodity; news-gathering is 
attended with the drawback of a distant but 
a disagreeably reasonable prospect of Siberi 
in case of an infraction of the press laws, and 
the government reports are manipulated to 
suit the teste and desire of the high officials. 
In addition to these little circumstances, o/li- 
‘ial life is honey-combed with corruption 
fromtop to bottom, and the Russian {leet 
may bestrong or weak, as the officials who 
have bad ‘the charge of it have succeeded or 
notin filling their pockets. The number of 
men enlisted last year was 28,975, and the 
expenditure $19,911,580, 

The number df vessels in the British navy 
was last year 246, the number of men enlisted 
was 57,250, and the cost $53,643,905. Of this 
number of ships, however, the most impor- 
tant portion was the ironclad fleet, consisting 
of sixty-eight ships, forty-eight of which are 
in a greater or less state of efficiency, while 
three belong to the colonies and seventeen 
ere not available for sea duty and can only 
be used as fleating batteries. The available 
ships sre divided into six classes, the classifi- 
cation being according to the thickness of 
armor, the number and weight of guns, the 
mode of construction and the displace- 
mect. The first class numbers six ships— 
the Mejestic, the Colossus, the Inflexible, the 
Dreadnanght, the Devastation and the Thun- 
derer, The principal points aimed at in the 
construction of these vessels is to have very 
heayy armor, to be swift and seaworthy, and 
to carry & great supply of coal. The Inflex- 
ibie is the type of this class, though the 
others yary from her in many particulars of 
picuter or less importance. She is 320 feet 
in length, seventy-five feet in breadth, has 
engines of 5,000 horse-power, and is over 
11,(00 tons displacement. The hull scarcely 
appeers above the water, but midway of her 
length is seen an iron castle twelve feet high, 
half above and the other ualf below the wa- 

- ter, and within this are inclosed the engines, 
the boilers, the hydraulic loading gear and 
all the vulnerable parts of theship. The 

ati this castle are forty-one inches thick, 
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ap interior diameter of twenty-eight feet 
and each holding two eighty-one ton guns, 
vbich fre a shot weighing nearly « ton, and 
receive a charge of about 300 poundsof pow- 
der. There are two iron masis, neariy 100 
feet high; but these were an afterthought, 
and the idea is not carried ont in the other 
ships of this class, The Inflexible carries 
1,600 tons of cosl—enough for @ voyage of 
6.000 miles. Each of these vessels “has a 
crew of about 400 men, who are, as a rule, 
covfined to the submerged portion of the 
yeese], in a condition of extreme discomfort 
from the ireuficient ventilation. 

While Russia hes nearly as many war vés- 
sels as England, yet in fact she has, if Eng- 
lend becomes her antagonist, none except for 
purpoees ot defense and for the destruction 
of British commerce. She will, in case of 
wer, keep her vessels under her forts and 
along her coasts in the Baltic and Black seas, 
and it is rumored she will dispatch a consid- 
erable number of cruisers from her Pacifio 
ports to seige and burn English merchant 
vessels. Her warships wi'l in no case attack 
the British fleets, and none of them will ever

FACTS FROM THE NATIONAL BANKS. 

All tke national ‘banks made reports,of 
their business avd condition to the comp- 
troller of the currency on the tenth day of 
last month; und eome of the figures present- 
ed in the £eotings are very interesting in the 
way of s'sewing the condition of the country. 
For example, the amount of loams and dis- 
counts on the tenth of last month was $1,227,- 
651,264, as against $1,240,070,796 on the thir- 
tieth day of last September. In five months 
business had, in other words, shrunk to the 
extent of about $13,000,000... The banks were, 
however, stronger in resources last month 
than they were in September, but there was 
a decreased gilt-edged demand for their 
money. The decrease in loans and 
discounts was, however, only, about one 
per cent, and this was partly due to 
other causes than the liquidation that had 
been steadily maintained in the period men- 
tioned. 

The national banks held gold and gold cer- 
tificates in March to the amount of $129,047,- 
884, as egainst $117,185,407 in September. I+ 
isthus shown that the banks are hoarding 
sold. While the treasury is losing go'd; the 
banks are accumulating it. The banks pro- 
fer to accumulate gold, whi'e the treasury is 
xédivg to its stock of silver dollars, 

The country is not growing poorer, beciuse 
the individual Geposits increzsed in five 
months from $975,259.296 to $0996,501,617.

EDITORS CONSTITUTION: I notice inone of your 
ssues a short editorial paragraph approving ‘the 
action of the aldermanic board in not concurring 
in the action of council recommending that the 
Crew street school house be built of brick ata 
coat not exceeding $12,000—for the reason assigaed 
by the board for its action—lack of funds, I am 
not surprised at your paragraph, but the facts in 
the case are that theresis not really a lack of funds 
and that tne city has ample means to carry out 
Councilman Garrett’s recommendation. Where 
is ail the stock owned by the cityin the Atlanta 
gas company? Isit of greaterimportance to ithe 
people of Atlanta that the city should con- 
tinue that stock or that our children should be 
provided with good and safe school houses? 

The contract fora new frame school house was 
awarded to Mr. Stewart at $5,600, and Councilman 
Garrett’s estimate for a brick one was 212,000 (but 
which in fact can be built fer $11,000), being an 
excess of $6,400 over what the council or board of 
ecucation is hie toexpend. This exce«s could 
readily be borrowed at 5 per cent per annum; 
paying off the loan out of the contingent fand or 
appropiation for schools next year, as I learn the 
finance committee has no trouble in getting 
money at that rate of interest. Now, is it not 
much more reasonable to pay the small sum of 
£320 in interest than to expend the sum of $5,603 
in what the board of education has virtually 
acknowledged is a temporary building, for it has 
been stated by them that the proposed building 
will do for six or eight years, when it can be torn 
down and a brick one erected. 

Other cities haye “had school houses burned, 
entailing immense loss of life, and the citizens 
2nd officials have only been brought to a sense of 
their duty with regard to such buildings, when 
viewing the mangied and charred remains of 
their little children.

THE STREET RAILROADS. 


What Their Officials Say in Reference to 
The Ipjuction Against The City, 

_Next Saturday the injunction of the Gate 
city street'railroad company to prevent the city 
authorities from collecting the amount of 
Street tax it claims will be heard betore Judge 
Hammond. The officers of the company deny 
that they are trying to avoid the payment of 
any just debt to the city. They say 
that when they built their road they asked for 
the permanent grade of Wheat and the other 
streets which it traverses. It was given to 
them by the city enginecr. They paved their 
track on this grade. In about eighteen 
months a new eity engineer changed the grade 
of the streets, and the company was compelled 
to tear up its track and pavement and do all 
the work over. 

The space between the rails was paved in 
the same style es ihe street at a cost of $5,000. 
This the compsny has paid for. The city 
authorities now demand that it shall pay for 
the repavement of three feet on each side of 
the track. This the company refuses to do, and 
the injunction is prayed to prevent the cit 
from collecting the tax for this work, whie 
has already been done and cherged to the 
company. The case will bring into question 
the right of the city in reference to taxation 
for street improvement under the amended 
charter. 

A case similar to that of the Gate City street 
railroad eompany has becn brought agaiust the 
city by the Metropolitan street railroad com- 
pany.

The council resolution giving the city clerks 
collector at $75 per month was read. Mr. 
Gramling opposed the resolution; so did Mr. 
Cooper, as well as Mr. Mecaslin. 

Mr. Angier, city engineer, explained the ne- 
cessity of a collector, and the resolution was 
concurred in, provided the salary be made $50. 

The board declined to concur in the action 
of the council, appropriating $1,000 to Walker 
street, until the citizens on the street sign a 
release.

A RARE REPORT, 


Dr. E. Von Goidtenoven, the Second Ward 
Physician, Entertains the Council, 


Dr. E. Yon Goidtsnoven, the second ward 
physician, has just completed his report tor 
medical and surgical attention rendered as 
city physician since the first of January last. 

he report is a departure from the form used 
by the ward physicians heretofore. It con- 
tains a vast amount of information, 
and is interesting and entertain- 
ing rot only to the medical profession, but to 
everybody. The report shows the number of 
cases the doctor has treated, the result in each 
case, the number of visits he had made and 
the nature of the illness. 
Van Goidtsnoven bas treated eighty-seven 
cases, forty white and forty-seven black. 

Of this number nine were troated at police 
headquarters, four whites and five colored. 
The attendance on these patients necessitated 
two hundred and eighty-nine visits. More 
than half the patients in the second 
ward live at or near the corporation 
line in the vicinity of the East Tennessee, Vir- 
ginia and Georgia railroad shops at the termi- 
nus of Pryor, Cooper, Ira, McDaniel and Hum- 
phreys streets. Over two hundred visits were 
made in that direction. Property and rents 
are so high in the second ward that the poor 
cannot reside near the center of the city, but 
they live in little huts and shanties near the 
city limits just mentioned, hence the great 
number of a in that locality. 

Dr. Van Goidtsnoven lost three patients. In 


| speaking of the pay the ward physicians re- 


ceive the report says: 

“In my previous report I mentioned that from 
the 17th November, 1584, date of my appointment, 
to January Ist, 1885, I had waited on twenty-four 
patients, Dine whites and fifteen colored, which 
necessitated forty-five visits, and that no death had 
occurred. Now, the addition of these two reports 
would establish the fact that since my appoint- 
ment—that is, since the 17th of Noyember, 1851, to 
present date—I waited on one hundred and eleven 

atients, gave them three hundred and thirty- 
our Visits and lost three cases, a small fraction 
over 234 percent. My salary is $320a year—about 
Sients Seren and two-third centsa day. At this 
rate the remuneration for my services, as above 
stated, from November 17th, 1884, to present date, 
amounts to $718.88; medicines, ete., furnished by 
me out of my salary, $29 55, or one-fourth of my 
salary, leaving for my services $89.33, or 26 cents 
per visit.’’ 

_The report also shows that one hundred and 
eight applications for relief to the doctor was 
made, and that thirty-five were retused and 
seventy-three were granted. Of those granted 
thirty-nine were from white paupers and thir- 
ty-four from colored paupers.

Before leaving 
they destroyed allthe arms and ammunition
